In the First Baptist Church last 
night, Rev. A. M. MeDonaid deliver- 
ed the third of a gstries of sermons 
té young men, thé subject being “A 
Young Man's Friend.” 

His text was taken from Proverbs 
and was “My son, if sinners entice 
thee, consent thou not.” : 

“There is no cathedral,’ he said, 
“but what has been hallowed — by 
time, as the rock has crumbled t 
dust and the paintings and statuary 
have become immortal. In the case 
of England’s renowned Westminste:, 
it has become the sepulchre of kings 
and great men, and a# a church has 
crown old enough to give advice. So 
in the ease of human beings No 
man has a right to give advice till 
his hair is gray or he can speak from 
his own experiences. Every sermon, 
very essay, every poem or narration 
nvist be a copy of the individuality 
of the author. 


Selmon wrote from authority He 
had tasted the sweets of life and 
knew everything In the garden 


he was a gardener; among architec- 
ture he was an architect; even among 
business men he was their superio: 
in learning and capability. And 
this man wrote, ‘My son, if sinners 
entice thee, consent thou’ not.’”’ 

He wyote the book of Proverbs, 
consid¢red to be the greatest treatise 
ov friendship ever written. It is 
satirical concerning false friends, 
but also speaks of a friend as the 
dearest possession in the world. — It 
tellg thé story of men’s friendship 
easily b oken, when it says ‘He that

TORONTO'S DUTY TO THE 
UNEMPLOYED IN’ CITY. 
The Globe Advises Big City Undertak. 
ings to Give Unemployed Work 
Until Spring and Railway Work 
Open up Again. 


Toronto, Dec, 1—The Globe will say 
tomorrow: “During the next — three 
months the city council must do ev- 
erything possible to provide emerg- 
eney work for the swarme of outdoor 
laborers who are trying to earn a 
scanty living here until railway con- 
struction and building is renewed on 
a large scale, There is as yet no sign 
at the city hall of recognition of 
the seriousness of the situation, The 
unemployed gravitate to Toronto frou 
all over the province! They are of all 
nationalities and in all stages of im- 
poverishment, Some of them are so 
hopelessly poor that starvation is only 
a few days’ off if relief does not come 

“The people of Toronto ag a com- 
munity are not responsible for the 
presence of the unemployed Con- 
tractors whose advertisements attract- 
ed them from Europe have turned 
them out until the spring, and in 
that perhaps they are doing what is 
inevitable. Toronto’s duty, however 
is one of common humanity. The 
spending of all possible money on 
sewer work, on exhibition park, the 
reconstruction or terracing of the wat 
sr tront behind the sea wall, and on 
the Marsh railway siding, should be 
authorized at once and men should 
be given two days’ work a week only 

“In this way two or three thousand 
could be taken care of till spring 
comes. With the opening of the sea 
son there will be work enough and 
to spare for every man in Canada able 
and willing to wield a pick and shovel. 
A little help now may enable the men 
who are silting in Toronto’s lodging 
houses grim and dispirited, to become 
happy and prosperous Canadians. 
“That help should be given prompt 
und ungrudgingly.
